EVANGELISTIC AMBITIONS OF 
THE CHURCH OF GOD 


From a Small, Secluded, Rural Or- 
ganization to National Strength 
in Forty Years. Let Us 
Keep the Fire Burning! 


eo: First General Assembly of the 
1urch of God convened January 26- 
27, 1906, at Camp Creek, North Caro- 
lina, with twenty-one delegates pres- 
ent. Several important subjects were 
discussed, one of which was evange- 
lism. And I find recorded in the brief 
Minutes of said Assembly the follow- 
ing statement: “Evangelism discussed 
by the pastors and others. Reports of 
work done the past year; consecration 
on the part of a number. After the 
consideration of the ripened fields 
and open doors for evangelism this 
year, strong men wept and said they 
were not only willing, but really anx- 
ious to go. It is therefore the sense of 
this meeting that we do our best to 
press into every open door this year 
and work with greater zeal and en- 
ergy for the spread of the glorious 
gospel of the Son of God than ever 
before.” 

The above quotation sets forth the 
determined ambition of the Church 
of God nearly thirty-nine years ago. 
The number of churches, members 
and ministers are not recorded in 
these minutes, but they were very 
few, however, it is stated that it was 
an Assembly of churches of east Ten- 
nessee, north Georgia, and western 
North Carolina. 

Of these few godly men, I heard one 

f the number, who is now an aged 

eteran in the Church of God, Say, 
“We were unlearned and ignorant 
men,” but they are not the only un- 
learned men of whom I have heard. 
Peter and John, who seemed to be 
pillars in the early Church, were called 
unlearned and ignorant men, but the 
men who detected in them the ab- 
sence of learning and culture took 
knowledge. of them that they had 
been with “Jesus, which is: far more 
important.” 

The usual discussion of modern 

vangelism deals with the subjects of 

ducation, culture, finance, equip- 
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organization, 


entertainment, 
and other topics of like nature. But in 
the first General Assembly of the 


ment, 


Church of God, ~~ -re they had no 
money and but little learning, they 
talked about God and the open doors, 
and strong men wept and dedicated 
themselves to the preaching of the 
gospel. There was no selfishness nor 
greed for filthy lucre; there were no 
general funds or state funds from 
which they could draw, no large con- 
gregations and fine churches to which 
to go, but when they talked of open 
doors they thought of old and dilap- 
idated church houses that had been 
forsaken, mountain schoolhouses, pri- 
vate homes, and invitations of indi- 
viduals to come over and preach or 
hold prayer meeting in their commu- 
nities. It was not a matter of how 
much money they would get, but a 
matter of opportunity to deliver their 
souls in preaching a gospel message 
to men who were lost and needing 
Christ. 

From the small and humble begin- 
ning as referred to above, the Church 
of God has grown to a great organiza- 
tion represented in every state of the 
Union and in thirty foreign-countries. 
It hes a large publishing house with 


five automatic cylinder presses anda . 


variety of other presses, modern type- 
setting machines, folding machines, 


stitchers and other modern and up- 
to-date machinery. One day last 
week the foreman of the printing shop 
told me they had run two tons of pa- 
per through the presses that day. We 
have our schools and college, orphan- 
age work, hundreds of fine and mod- 
ern church buildings and parsonages, 
and a great host of educated and 
learned ministers driving the best of 
automobiles, with good salaries and 
money in our treasuries with which 
to back up our evangelistic efforts. 

NOW WHAT DO WE NEED? The 
answer is: Grace, consecration, pow- 
er, love, ambition, zeal, enthusiasm, 
vision, determination, and a GO YE 
deep down in our souls. THEN WHAT 
SHALL WE DO? Pray, fast, preach, 
strive, fight, labor, and go out into 
the highways and hedges and compel 
them to come in. 

Let us not think of our work of the 
ministry as an honorable position, but 
a job. When Paul was speaking about 
it, he said, “For we are labourers to- 
gether with God.” Jesus said, “I must 
work.” Then what of us? We must 
work the works of Him that sent us 
while it is day, for the night cometh 
when no man can work. 

Every true and consecrated child of 
God should be a worker in the ripened 
harvest field. I remember being in 
Kansas twenty-five years ago when 
the farmers’ fields had produced 
great quantities of wheat and the la- 
borers were few. The farmers were 
advertizing for help and offering big 
wages, and meeting every train at the 
station asking men as they stepped 
from the train if they wanted a job. 
The time of harvest was on; the grain 
was falling and perishing and some- 
thing had to be done quickly. How 
much more important is the harvest 
that God has sent us into the fields 
to reap! 

There are open doors all about us. 
Men are crying, “Come over and help 
us,” and it is the duty of the Church 


- to answer these calls. Let every min- 


ister, therefore, lay aside all selfishness 

and all other interests that so often 

beset the preacher, and preach evan-

Sidney Hillman Seeks Church

Council of Religious Freedom has 
charged Sidney Hillman with an at- 
tempt “to beguile the church people 
of these United States of all faiths in- 
to cooperation with the Political Ac- 
tion Committee as relates to the com- 
ing November election.” The Council 
further charges that Mr. Hillman and 
Earl Browder (archcommunist and 
ex-convict) and their associates 
“WENT ALL OUT” in one big united 
effort to capture seats of power in 
the future. Against this attempt to 
“exploit religion” for political pur- 
poses, with one hand in the courts of 
the church while with the other it 
waves into the American nation 
schemes of power that when once in 
force may throttle it and possibly seal 
its doom. The Council reports prompt 
and resolute reaction. Much prayer 
is needed at this time relative to what 
may happen during the present elec- 
tion.

Italy’s Future 

The future of this part of the colos- 
sal image of Daniel, and the enigma 
of the fourth wild beast of Daniel 7, 
is ringstreaked with uncertainties. To 
quote Christian Herald: 

“The pot boils. An alliance has been 
hatched between Italy’s Communists 
and Italy’s Socialists—creating a 
party much larger than the Christian 
Democrats (or the Catholic Centrist 
Party, as it is better known). This can 
happen all over the Continent. 

“Unimportant? It is very important, 
as we look to the peace. Alarmed 
Italian monarchists and republicans 
are furious; they are already drawing 
their political battlelines to over- 
throw the coalition. But even more 
important than this is the fact of the 
active presence of the Communists— 
under Russia-trained Palmiro Togli- 
atti— in ‘occupied’ Europe. 
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“Many there are who say that the 
post-war conflict between the Com- 
munists and the Vatican is already be- 
ing waged. Rumors run around Rome, 
gathering strength in spite of official 
denial, telling the world that an 
agreement has been reached between 
Vatican City and Moscow. The Pope 
denies it; Mr. Stalin is said to be 
ready and even glad to “cooperate” 
with the Vatican in resolving “the 
moral bankruptcy of Europeans.” 

“The truth may lie somewhere be- 
tween; wherever it lies, one thing is 
sure. Roman Catholicism and Com- 
munism are irreconcilable enemies; 
sooner or later they will fight it out, 
with the soul of Europe as the prize. 
Much as we hate to think it, we be- 
lieve that the democracy for which 
we fight will turn out to be a badly 
mauled bystander in that fight!”

Liquor Control 

The Times-Dispatch of Richmond, 
Va., gave the following very helpful 
report concerning the results of pro- 
hibition: 

“The Statistical Abstracts of the 
United States Courts, carefully com- 
piled and published, show that from 
1923 to 1931 (the greater part of the 
prohibition era), the death rate from 
alcoholism decreased 42 per cent; in- 
sanity due to alcoholism, 66 per cent; 
arrests for drunkenness, 70 per cent; 
crime, 54 per cent. The United States 
Census report states that there were 
108,000 fewer deaths from alcohol!sm. 
The tax-paid withdrawals of liquor in 
the United States in 1932 (last year of 
full-time prohibition) were 213,000,000 
gallons; in 1942, 2,130,000,000, a per 
capita increase from 1.59 to 16.01, ten 
times as many gallons and ten times 
as much per capita. J. Edgar Hoover 
reports that the number of arrests for 
drunkenness in the United States in 
1932 was 831 per 100,000; in 1942, 1,731 
per 100,000; over twice as many; in- 
crease in drunken driving, 99.7 per 
cent; 9,675 girls under 21 were arrest- 
ed in 1941; 1942, 15,068, an increase of 
55.7 per cent; arrests for prostitution 
increased 64.8 per cent; other sex of- 
fenses, 104.7 per cent; drunk and dis- 
orderly conduct, 69 per cent.

“ABC stores increased from 65 to 


102; wine and beer licenses from 4,784 
to 6,500; revocation of drunken driv- 
ing permits from 516 to 3,956; ja 
commitments from 57,789 to 104,93 
(48 per cent for drunkenness); c 
victions for rape, 33, attempted ra 

9; liquor law violations increased from 
2,373 in 1934-35 to 4,954 in 1942 (more 
than double). Five times as many 
stills have been destroyed the past 
year. In Richmond, arrests for drunk- 
enness increased from 3,713 in 1935 to 
8,683 in 1942. The News Leader, of 
Richmond, states editorially, “that li- 
quor consumption is approximately 
four times what it was before the o 
break of the war,” and the same 

per also declares that $78,000,000 was 
spent for intoxicating liquor during 
the past year, as compared with $32,- 
000,000 for education. 

“The declaration of the Times- 
Dispatch that “anybody who went 
through it (prohibition) knows what 
a farce it was,” knows that it was no 
more a farce than the laws against 
theft, burglary, the evasion of income 
tax, prostitution, disorderly conduct, 
assaults, and so forth.

shall be caught up together with them 
in the clouds, to meet the Lord in the 
air.” Paul told the Corinthians, too, 
about this great event. 

1 Cor. 15:51, “Behold, I shew you a 
mystery (we are to be stewards of the 
mysteries of God, 1 Cor. 4:1). We shall 
not all sleep, but we shall all be 
changed, in a moment, in the twink- 
ling of an eye, at the last trump: for 
the trumpet shall sound, and the dead 
Shall be raised incorruptible, and we 
shall be changed.” 

Some people who do not believe in 
the second coming, say, “Oh yes, He 
comes every day for someone.” I have 
not found in His Word that He comes 
down to get each individual who dies. 

In 1 Thess. 5:2 Paul tells us that 
the brethren (Christians) “know per- 
fectly that the day of the Lord so 
cometh as a thief in the night (to sin- 
ners) .” Verse 4, “But ye, brethren, are 
not in darkness, that that day should 
overtake you as a thief.” In other 
words, the people who are born again 
and search the Scriptures, learn the 
mysteries through prayer, study to 
show themselves approved unto God, 
workmen that needeth not to be 
ashamed, rightly dividing the word of 
truth.

Would you want your wife and chil- 
dren to go by another name? 

Praise the dear Lord, I’m so glad 
I’m looking for Jesus. Are you? There 
are scoffers in these last days, saying, 
“Where is the coming of the Son of 
man?” 2 Peter 3:3. Hebrews 9:28 tells 
us that He is to appear the second 
time unto them that look for Him. 1 
John 2:28. tells us if we abide (con- 
tinue) in Him, we will have confi- 
dence, and not be ashamed. When? 
At His coming. 1 John 3:2, “We know 
that when he shall appear, we shall 


be like him, for we shall see him as 
he is.” Dear people, if we are not like 
Him (pure and innocent as a little 
child, washed in His blood), we won’t 
go with Him when He comes. Paul 
told Timothy there was a crown of 
righteousness laid up for him, and not 
for him only but for (whom?) all that 
love His appearing. 2 Tim. 4:8. Do you 
love to talk about His appearing, or 
does it scare you?

Text, “And the patriarchs, moved 
with envy, sold Joseph into Egypt: 
but God was with him,” Acts 7:9. 

We are living in a world where great 
things are said of the heroes of war, 
the air, screen, politics, etc., but the 
greatest thing that could be truthfully 
said of a man or woman is that God 
is with him or her. Let us notice Jo- 
seph, a great Bible character. He went 
through severe tests but God caused 
all things to work together for good. 

“And Joseph was brought down to 
Egypt; and Potiphar, an officer of 
Pharaoh, captain of the guard, an 
Egyptian, bought him of the hands of 
the Ishmeelites, which had brought 
him down thither. And the Lord was 
with Joseph.” Gen. 29:1, 2. 

I am sure we understand that 
Joseph was sold into slavery. His 
brothers were jealous of him because 
he had a vision or prophesied that he 
was going to come out on top as he 
trusted God. They said, “We will do 
away with him,” so they sold him into 
slavery and then took his coat of 
many colors, which his father had 
given him, and saturated it with the 
blood of a beast, then took it home 
to the family and said, “Joseph is 
dead.” As far as many of his loved 
ones knew, he was dead. Let us not 
forget those words, “and the Lord was 
with Joseph.” Surely he loved God 
with all his heart and God loved him 
and blessed him. It did not make any 
difference whether he was a slave or 
not, God loved him and took care of 
him, and He will do the same for His 
people today if we will only trust 
Him. 

“And the Lord was with Joseph, and 
he was a prosperous man,” Gen 39:2. 
The more they tried to hold him down, 
the more prosperous he became. The 
harder they hit him, the stronger he 
became. They tell us that in the fistic 
world a man must have trainers for 
months. The harder he is hit and the 
more he is knocked about, the tougher 
he gets for the real battle. Things 
were the same with Joseph, but this 
was altogether a different fight. This 
was nota fist fight, but the good 
fight that the Apostle Paul testifies 
to, “I have fought a good fight,” a 
fight in Christian life. The Word tells 
us plainly and clearly that the Lord 
was with Joseph and he was a pros- 
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perous man. 

“And he was in the house of his 
master the Egyptian. And his master 
saw that the Lord was with him,” Gen. 
39:2, 3. Even that Egyptian master, 
who had no time for God’s people, or 
for God, could recognize that God was 
on Joseph’s side. He could see that in 
everything he was blessed. 

We read in James 1:25, “But whoso 
looketh into the perfect law of liberty, 
and continueth therein, he being not 
a forgetful hearer, but a doer of the 
work, this man shall be blessed in his 
deed.” Even the Egyptian master rec- 
ognized that Joseph was _ being 
blessed. The Word says so. I did not 
dream this. “And his master saw that 
the Lord was with him, and that the 
Lord made all that he did to prosper 
in his hand,” Gen. 39:3 Everything he 
laid his hands on prospered, and the 
Egyptian master could not help but 
recognize it. “And Joseph found grace 
in his sight, and he served him: and 
he made him overseer over his house, 
and all that he had he put into his 
hand. And it came to pass from the 
time that he had made him overseer 
in his house, and over all that he had, 
that the Lord blessed the Egyptian’s 
house for Joseph’s sake; and the bless- 
ing of the Lord was upon all that he 
had in the house, and in the field. 
And he left all that he had in Joseph’s 
hand; and he knew not ought he had, 
save the bread which he did eat. And 
Joseph was a goodly person, and well 
favored,” Gen. 39:4-6. 

But all the while Joseph is in sla- 
very. All the while he is away 
from his family. It seemed as if the 
prophetic word concerning him com- 
ing out on top was being crushed to 
earth and trampled underfoot. It was 
a hard knock, but the harder the 
knock, the sweeter the victory. As 
Joseph held steady, the tougher he be- 
came, I mean from a Bible standpoint. 

The devil never likes for a Christian 
to be successful so he put it into the 
heart of the Egyptian master’s wife to 
entice Joseph to sin, just like many 
women today. We all know the story 
and space will not permit me to re- 
peat it here. 

“There is none greater in this house 
than I; neither hath he kept back 
anything from me but thee, because 
thou art his wife: how then can I do 


this great wickedness, and sin against 
God?” Gen. 39:9. Even when the devil 
tempted him severely, he did not yield. 
Thank God for a man that will stand 
out for God. All of us Christians are 
tempted, not all in this same line, but 
in other things. So many of our pre- 
cious people want to look like 
the world, pride creeps into their lives 
and saps their victory. We should 


re 
member that all of these temptatio(@i 


will turn out for good and will make" 
us stronger and tougher in this Chris- 
tian life, if we overcome them. The 
harder the knock the devil gives us, 
the tougher we should be. 

When the Egyptian master returned 
to his home and the wife bore false 
witness against Joseph, saying, “He is 
guilty,” off to prison he went. After 
having settled that he would not 
sin against God, but would do 
as God told him to do, then to be 
falsely accused and put into prison 
seemed hard. Some of us would have 
run away when the devil made a 
counterattack and brought something 
worse on us, a harder trial, something 
harder than he had just undergone. 
We would have thrown up our hands 
and said, “It is all up.” Thanks be un- 
to God, Joseph was the same man; 
he did not change a bit; he kept right 
on going. 

“And Joseph’s master took him, and 
put him into prison, a place where the 
king’s prisoners were found: and he 
was there in the prison. But the Lord 
was with Joseph,’ Gen. 39:20, 21. 

While he was in prison the Lord was 
with him. None of us are in prison. We 
may be going through some hard 
trials or tests; perhaps some of you 
mothers or wives have lost some 
your sons or husbands, but after a 
God is with us and will never leave us 
nor forsake us. What a consolation in 
this day of trouble. After Joseph was 
cast into prison he knew that God had 
not left him, he kept on going. We 
will have to do the same, and let God 
work everything out for us. The Lord 
helped Joseph while he was in prison. 
Thank God, we may get into jail for 
preaching holiness, but God will get 
us out if we will wait on Him. 


vour in the sight of the kee 
of the prison. And the keeper of 
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the prison committed to Joseph’s 
hand all the prisoners that were in 
the prison; and whatsoever they did 
there, he was the doer of it. The keep- 

r of the prison looked not to any 
thing that was under his hand; be- 
cause the Lord was with him, and 
that which he did, the Lord made it 
to prosper,” Gen. 39:21-23. 

No one could hold him down, no 
matter how they bumped him and 
how hard they hit him. In that prison 
we are told God sent His word and 
tried him. Joseph became a little 
weary under the conditions and 

Quen: he would stay in jail forever, 
but he stuck to God and God deliv- 
ered him, just like God will do us, my 
4riend, if we will stick like a leach to 
Him. Joseph was then put next to the 
king. In other words, he was made 
prime minister of Egypt. It pays to 
serve God. There is a time coming, if 
we sincerely live for Him, when we 
can be made rulers. The Bible said 
some would have authority over five 
cities, some over ten cities. Thank 
God, everything is in store for the 
Bible Christian. 


Why did the king give Joseph such 
authority? Because he saw God’s hand 
upon him. Everyone knew that God 
was with him. Joseph didn’t allow 
himself to be blown about by the 
trials and troubles of his life. He went 
right on. There came a terrible famine 
throughout Egypt and the surround- 
ing nations. Joseph’s brethren had to 
come to Egypt to gather up a little 
food, because in Egypt was the only 
place they had any food. They came 
to the king and everything being in 
Joseph’s hands, of course, they had 
to face Joseph. That would be the time 
to get revenge, wouldn’t it? After 
Joseph recognized that these were his 
brothers who had sold him into sla- 
very and had been the’ cause of 


in his life, now would be the time to 
get revenge. Who wouldn’t be tempt- 
ed to get revenge? When they came 
with their sacks he ordered those un- 
der him to fill them. Then he secret- 
ly hid their money in their sacks, so 
that when they got home and opened 
their sacks they would find the same 
money they had given Joseph for 
food. That is returning good for evil. 
Listen, brother and sister, this is a 
New Testament teaching. A Bible 
Christian will do that today. Joseph 
did this, and that was not all. Later 

e made himself known to-them and

J Onn other thing that had happened 
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may get the best of us yet.” So they 
had a secret meeting and said, “We 
are-sure Joseph will get back at us 
now. He is in power and the prophecy 
is being fulfilled. When a man gets 
in authority he usually takes venge- 
ance on his enemies. They said, “Let 
us go to him, whether we mean it or 
not, and say we are sorry that we 
caused you all of this trouble.” Praise 
God. Listen to what Joseph said, “But 
as for you, ye thought evil against me; 
but God meant it unto good, to 
bring to pass, as it is this day, to 
save much people alive,” Gen. 50:20. 

He said, “I know you meant it for 
evil, but God turned it all out for 
good.” It did not only turn out for 
good for Joseph but also for his 
brethren. Do not forget that if we will 
keep looking to God, no matter how 
or what we have to meet, God will 
bring us out on top.

You may per- 
haps have some pet sins and be trying 
to live as close to the world as you 
can; you may have a pain or an ache 
in your body, or some infirmity or 
some trouble in your home or on the 
job: if you will put these things in 
God’s hands and really commit your 
life to Him and make up your mind 
to go God’s way and turn away from 
other source and keep your eyes on

INTRODUCTION: Telegrams come from 
here and there and, in fact, every- 
where, ordering this or that; and, in- 
variably, they read “rush.” There is a 
reason. It is this: people have made 
their minds up 
concerning that 
which they wish to 
do, and they are 
desirous to execute 
their plans. Rush; 
yes, rush down the 
highway, to the 
station or wherever 
you or they are go- 
ing; it is always 
rush. 

Text: “And sud- 
denly there came a 
sound from heaven 
as of a rushing, 
mighty wind,’ Acts 2:2. 

God is unlike human beings, but 
He has purposed a plan, and in the 
execution of this plan to save men by 
the preaching of the gospel, He has 
found it in harmony with both nature 
and expediency to sometimes “rush” 
things along. This is particularly true 
of the outpouring of the Holy Ghost 
on the day of Pentecost. He had called 
and commissioned men to preach the 
gospel unto the ends of the earth 
(Matt. 28:19; Mark 16:16). The time 
had come, the clock had _ struck, 
prophecy had come true, it was now 
the day of “full Pentecost.” The res- 
urrection of Christ had taken place 
as foretold by the prophets, fifty days 
had. passed since He arose, and God 
had a band of holy men waiting to 
preach the gospel unto all the world; 
therefore, in both the anxiety of men 
and of God it was time for an actual 
“rush.” So, “suddenly,” there came a 
sound. Yes, God would attract atten- 
tion to what was going to happen, be- 
cause doing it “in a rush” He did not 
want either the nature or the occur- 
rence of it overlooked. 

As of a mighty “rushing” wind. Yes, 
that is how the Holy Ghost came. Two 
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things were inductive on the part of 
God to a “rush.” Men’s hearts were 
purified by faith in the shed blood of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, therefore the 
Holy Spirit might enter them with- 
out delay; literally, it could “rush” in. 
Also, this “mighty rushing” testified 
not only to the rapidity with which 
the Spirit of God. enters a purified 
heart, but especially so to the abun- 
dance of the power and presence of the 
Holy Ghost. Secondly, it was indica- 
tive of the way and manner in which 
God would set about the task of 
energizing His ministers who were to 
evangelize the world for Christ. 


If the Church of today, and the 
ministers who lead the way, would 
get under the “rush” of the Holy 
Spirit, instead of the deadness and 
dryness of both the preacher and the 
Church, there would be first a “rush” 
of the Spirit within our churches, and 
from the “rush” of the Spirit there 
would come a “rush” of men to the 
work of God. It is written of God’s 
ministers, “He maketh” them “a flame 
of fire,” Heb. 1:7. The divine energy 
of the Holy Spirit is within His serv- 
ants as a “fire.” Fire will put the 
“rush” in you, and God purposed to 
put the fire within His ministers by 
putting the “rush” of the Spirit with- 
in. The King’s business requireth 
haste, and those whom God filled with 
the Holy Ghost went everywhere 
preaching the Word, God working 
with them and confirming the Word 
with signs following, Mark 16:20; 
Acts 8:3. Not only did those men 
preach, but they actually turned the 
world upside down in a very short 
time. Acts 17:6. 


DORMANT POWER 

It is quite evident that the progress 
of the early Church was chargeable to 
one thing, and that was the coming 
of the Holy Ghost and the dynamic 
power which was turned loose within 
the Church by the Spirit. Now you and 
I both know something about this 
same kind of a thing. We have seen 
God work marvels and miracles. How- 
ever, all too often it is that we are 
brought face to face with the dead- 
ness and dryness of human lethargies. 
As long as the Holy Spirit dominated 
the early Church, just so long it was 
a dominating power and influence 
over men’s lives. It transformed and 
reformed unsaved men into living 
witnesses for a living Christ. Now 
what has slowed up the power and ac- 
tion of the Holy Spirit within some 
ministers, some saints’ lives, and all 


too many churches? There is a rea- 
son, and to me it is one of plainness. 

Let me ask, first, what brought the ’ 
“rush” of the Spirit within the lives of 
the waiting saints in the upper room? 
What brought it into the Church? 
There is in either case but one answer. 
Individuals make up the Church and 
individuals control the Church. The 
activities within the Church are those 
of the individuals that make up the 
membership of the Church. Such ac- 
tions are always one of two: either 
they are the formalities of the indi- 
vidual or they are the “manifestation” 
of the Holy Ghost. The waiting ——_ ( 
ples were known to be waiting in 
prayer. They not only waited in prayer 
before the day of Pentecost when 
the “rush” of the Spirit began, but 
they continued in “prayers,” Acts 
2:42; “but we will give ourselves con- 
tinually unto prayer,” Acts 6:4; prayer 
was made without ceasing of the 
Church, Acts 12:5. Here is the secret 
of power, and no less the secret of suc- 
cess of any man’s ministry or the prog- 
ress of any church. If God is not 
working within a church, there is but 
one reason; and it is this, that church 
is not giving itself to prayer. If God is 
not using a minister, it is not because 
the saints, or the Church are out of or- 
der; it is because that minister is 
not capable of being used. I say this 
from both experience and observation, 
and in harmony with the records of 
the early Church and the promises of 
God. 


I don’t care how intelligently a man 
may preach, or how well a choir can 
sing, or how beautiful a rendered 
program may be, it remains that un- 
less we are entertained by the pres- 
ence of the Holy Ghost we are simply 
entertaining ourselves by our own tal- 
ents and things. There is a vast 
difference in being nicely entertained 
at church by a musical program, and 
having the oil of the Spirit upon 
everything that is done, by which / 
everyone present is refreshed or con- \ 
victed. We need the “rush” of the 
Spirit to counteract the “rush” of the 
spirit of the world. The Spirit is will- 
ing but the flesh is weak. 





Those who fellowship the suffering 
of Christ and rejoice in tribulation 
can sing with the Spirit and with the 
understanding also, “I wili go where 
you want me to go, dear Lord, I will 
do what you want me to do. I will say 
what you want me to say, dear Lord, 
T’ll be what you want me to be.”

Somewhere in France 

Dear Mon, Dad and Innie: 


I have a few spare minutes so I will 
try to write you a few lines and let 
you know that by the grace of God I 
am still in good shape. 

This stationery isn’t much but it 
is the best I can find at the present 
time. About a week ago I managed to 
drop you a few lines but haven’t had 
a chance lately. Try not to worry, and 
just pray for I’ll write whenever I can. 

I know that when you finish read- 
ing this letter you will know that the 
son you knew of a few short months 
ago has changed a lot. In the past I 
always “sorta” smiled off your letter 
when you talked about prayer. I 
thought it would be luck, but I know 
differently now. I pray, and I pray 
without ceasing. I know that it has 
been God and His great mercy that has 
kept me alive. So many times when 
death was knocking all around me I 
could feel the presence of God with 
me. 

I have thanked God many times 
that I was brought up in the way of 
the Lord. I knew what was right and 
wrong. I want to tell you my experi- 
ence, Mother, and I hope none of it is 
censored. I do know that my hearé is 
right with God and if He should see 
fit to take me out of this world I could 
sing that song, “When the Roll Is 
Called Up Yonder, I’ll Be There.” I’ve 
done a lot of changing and there is 
going to be a lot made up when I get 
home. You know though the way I’d 
been taught, you had to give up every- 
thing if we expect much back from 
God. The experience I had convinced 
me that I received something from 
God. We had been digging in all day 
and really had some good foxholes 
dug when word came that we had to 
move out. I had put on my equipment 
and was lying in the foxhole when it 
came to me to quit smoking too. Well, 
when I got up I handed my last pack 
of cigarettes to a fellow named Bill. 
We had only moved out about 200 
yards when Jerry (Germans) started 
bombing us. We didn’t have anywhere 
to go— we just had to lie on the edge

Coxen Hole Roatan, British 
Honduras

town and village is calling for us. The 
churches are packed wherever we 
have been. We are going from here to 
Bonnaca, which is about forty miles, 
on the first boat we can get over there.

gelism to their members, not with the 
thought of just building up the local 
churches but to get into the remote 
places of the earth and carry the glad 
tidings of good news to those who have 
not heard it. It is indeed wonderful 
that we are able to pitch our fine tents 
on the front streets of America’s great 
cities, run our pictures and advertise- 
ments in the widely circulated daily 
newspapers, and preach and sing over 
the strong broadcasting stations, but 
there is yet a ministry and one which 
I fear is being neglected. We are not 
hearing of many churches being or- 
ganized in the rural districts and 
small towns. We seem to be fishing 
most of the time in deep water for 
big fish and sometimes using such big 
bait and hook that we never catch 
any one. Many of our nice city 
churches were started in the country 
and moved to town. I fear sometimes 
money has a great deal to do with the 

place to which we feel like going. 
If every member of the Church of 


one then take a firebrand and go 
into the enemy’s territories, we would 


set the world on fire for God, and 
before another General Assembly there 
would be a great ingathering of souls 
and many thousands of members add- 
ed to the Church of God. Therefore, 
let us not wait for those long-wished- 
for opportunities and for doors to 
open where our friends, pastors, or 
state overseers can push us into, but 
rather seek out such opportunities 
that are all around every alert Chris- 
tian. There are thousands of friends 
and members of the Church of God 
living in communities where there is 
no Church of God, who would open 
their doors and welcome a weekly 
prayer meeting where their neighbors 
could be invited to hear God’s people 
sing and testify to the glory of God.
